SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The publication entitled Bernadette also known as Email To Marci has been classified 
as: 

Unrestricted. 

The publication is an electronic mail message containing personal correspondence 
and a short story. The short story has elements of the science fiction genre and is 
humorous in tone. The short story has previously been published in another format 
and in this format has been sent to a friend. The short story concerns a disutopian 
society where women are automated while still providing human comfort to men. The 
publication has a small amount of sexual content with the conclusion describing a man 
relaxing in the arms of an automated woman and suckling at her breast. The 
description of women in the publication as automations is considered to slightly 
degrade women as a class but the representation is mitigated by the overall humorous 
tone of the publication. 

The matters of sex raised in this publication are not considered injurious to the public 
good and consequently no restriction is placed on the publication. The freedom of 
expression contained in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) is not 
limited by this classification, therefore no further consideration need be given. 
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
